NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The Communication from the Argentine which we published io our last 
issue is of exceptional interest, not only to the sympathisers with Baron 
Hirsch’s scheme and to the friends and admirers of Colonel Goldsmid, but to 
all statesmen and thinkers who are practically or theoretically occupied with 
colonisation problems, ‘The transplantation of human communities to alien 
soils is a political operation of the gravest order. -For just as man is the 
mést complex thing in creation, so is he the most difficult to experiment 
with, The mere transportation of a score of cbildren to the country for a 


fortnight is a task fraught with the most onerous responsibilities, But 
greater even than the difficulty of transporting a community is that of build- 
ing one up from chance atoms ; and greater, perhaps, than either the task of 
transporting or constructing a community is the task of transforming a 
community. When, as in the case of the Hirsch colonies in the Argentine, 
transportation is ‘superadded to transformation, the problem becomes one 
from which even the most accomplished administrator may well shrink. It 
will enable us to realise the courage of Colonel Goldsmid in grappling 
with this colossal task, if we remember that with him the situation is 
still further complicated by the mistakes of his predecessors. Moreover, 
the transformation which he has to effect is of the most radical character ; 
of tradesmen and pedlers he has to make agriculturists. It is impossible 
to conceive types of character more antithetical. The eager activity of 
bartering must be exchanged for the patient endurance of farming. To 
those who, taking all these considerations into account, feel tempted to 
prognosticate inauspiciously, it should be pointed out that even failure is 
but a sowing of the seeds of success, for though the regeneration of the 
fathers should prove to be impracticable, the children will b» growing up in 
an agricultural environment and in the atmosphere of freedom, - : 

But success and failure are words, which, whatever their magic potency 
in ordinary cases, lose much of their significance and relevancy when 
applied to such a man as Colonel Goldsmid. La Brayére said that an 
honest man has no need to take an oath, for his character swears for him. 
Of men of Culonel Goldsmid’s stamp—men of high aims and unworldly 
ideals—we may say in like wise that they have no need to succeed. Success 
is not the gauge by which we measure such lives ; their character is already 
asuccess. For, as Browning taught, aspiration is achievement. Oae can- 
not help being reminded of General Gordon when one thinks of the combi- 
nation in Colonel Goldsmid of the fervently religious and the unflinchingly 
practical. A soldier, he never hesitates to strike a soldier's blow. He is 
not the man to meet the intriguer with his own weapons ; rather will he cut 
away the meshes as by a sabre-stroke, It was cutting that solved the 
Gordian knot; and the frank simplicity and straightforwardness of the 
Colonel's dealings may yet prove effective ina land of trickery. Itis as 
curious nevertheless to note this strength and directness of action in a man 
of idealist temper, as it is to find in Baron Hirach, the financier, so rich a vein 
of unsuspected idealism, 


Mr. Keir Hardie, M.P., makes an announcement in the New Review 


onthe pauper alien question, and being a recognised mouthpiece of the 
Labour Party, bis utterances are not devoid of importance. Like those who 


| are opposed to “‘ pauper immigration” Mr, Keir Hardie admits that the com- 


petition of the foreign labourer is keenly felt in many centres of industry, and 
what to do with him is a problem which will grow in intensity. The legisla- 
tion which he proposes is, however, less drastic than that enunciated by Col. 
Howard Vincent, Mr. Lowther, and several unsuccessful metropolitan can- 
didates at the recent General Election. Sach an extreme measure as that of 
prohibiting the landing of foreign paupers in England, or even subjectirg 
them to a poll tax, is in Mr. Hardie’s eyes a somewhat dangerous precedent, 
which, if followed by other nations might, as in the instance of Fair Trade, 
redound with tremendous effect on the heads of the English people. W bat he 
asks for isan enactment prohibiting foreigners from being employed in this 

country at less than the Trade Union rate of wages or conditions of labour, 
This remedy may be open to the objection that it interferes with the liberty of 
the subject, but in comparison with the more hostile proposals of the anti-[mmi- 
gation Association it is far from being unreasonable. In any case Mr. 


Hardie, who is in direct touch with the workers, has done good service by 


showing that they are not as inimical to the foreign workmen as certain poli- 
ticians of a protectionist hue would desire England to believe. 


From the point of view of the cause of the Jews, a very special and 
peculiar interest attaches to the Official Correspondence respecting Sir C. 
Euan Smith’s mission to Fez, which has now been published as a Parlia- 
mentary paper. In common with the general mercantile community, and all 
well-wishers of the Moorish Empire, the Jews must sincerely deplore tie 
failure of the British Envoy to negotiate a Commercial Treaty with the 
Sultan, more especially as their brethren in North Western Africa are the 
chief sufferers from the benighted and retrograde condition of things from which 
the Treaty would have done so much to rescue the country. We are unable, 
however, to extend an altogether unreserved approval to the means by which 
Sir ©. Euan Smith proposed to secare the signature of this agreement. 
Briefly, the bargain suggested by the British Minister was that the Saltan 
should be offered the abolition of Consular Protection in return for the 
Concession of a Commercial Treaty. It is true that the system of Consular 
Protection is much abused; but it is the only check now imposed on 
Moorish fanaticism and lawlessness, and there can b2 no doubt that without 
it the lot of the Jews and other heretical subjects of the Sultan would 
become exceedingly serious. Nor would the Commercial Treaty, even with 
the addition of Mixed Tribunals, prove a snflicient substitute for this safe 
guard of the oppressed. The operation of the Treaty would necessarily be 
slow, and many years would elapse before any refinement of manners would 
result from its operation, while the establishment of Mixed Tribunals would 
be quite misunderstood by the Moors. The only deduction that the average 
Moor would make from the new arrangement would be that the Protections 
of the Consuls had been withdrawn from the heretics and that the Faithful 
were thenceforward free to work their sweet will upon their pet avemnenee 
In view of a possible renewal of the Anglo-Moorish negotiations 00 the ‘aint 
set forth in Sir C. Euan Smith’s despatches it would be well if the owen nt 
Foreign Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Association and the 
Deputies were to bestir itself. There is no indication in the oP ail ot 
that the scheme of Sir C, Euan Smith was formelly approved in its de 
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form by Lord Salisbury. Hence, it is not improbable that a memorial 
to the Foreign Secretary might yet do some good. 


A second inducement offered to the Saltan by the British Minister 
was that if substantial concessions were made, ()aeen Victoria would 
consent to receive a Moorish Envoy in London. This passage in the 
despatches recalls a happier period in the history of the Jews of Morocco 
when many of them figured in the diplomatic service of that Empire, and 
not a few visited England as representatives of the Shereef. It wiil not be 
forgotten that the first Chief Rabbi in England after the Re-Settlement, 
Jacob Sasportas, was a native of Barbary, and hed served his country in 
a diplomatic capacity. In 1601, Samuel VPalache was appointed by the 
Sultan Muley Sidan as his Representative in the United Provinces, and he 
was succeeded in the post by his brother Joseph. In 1675 another Jewish 
Ambassador was. appointed in the person of Joseph ben Daniel Toledano, 
whose brother Chaim was Minister in England. Jacob ben Abraham 
Benider was sent to England as Maroqueen Minister in 1780. Fourteen 
years latera Jew named Sumbal arrived in London, charged with a special 
mission, and in 18 7, Meir Cohen Macnin visited the same capital 
as the Envoy of Abd-el-Rahman. One of the most promi- 
nent of the statesmen in Morocco during the last century was Moses ben 
Hattar, one of the -Dlenipotentiaties who negotiated the Treaty 
with Great Britain of 1721. Inthe dra‘t of this Treaty he is described as 
“‘ His Imperial Majesty’s Treasurer, Mr. Moses Ben. Hattar, a Jew.” 


Chief Rabbi Dr. Jellinek of Vienna has propounded a scheme to make 
impossible for the future such trisls as the recent one at Cleves, when 
Buschhoff, the Aanten butcher, was charged with killing a’ Christiau child 
for ritual purposes. Dr. Jellinek rightly fears that the “ blood acecasa- 


tion’’ will not have received its quietus through the result of the famous trial, 


for the credulity of the masses, stimulated by malice, may aga’n rouse the 
terrible spectre in some small German town. Bat in the opinion of Dr, 
Jellinek, the weapon with which the anti-Semites have armed themselves may 
be blanted through legislative measures which wouli enact that no formal! 
charge against Jewsof having committed murder from religions motives shall bs 
entertained by the criminal courts, and that the circulation of the blood 
calumny either by month or ia writiogs shall be made a punishab'e offence, 


on the same ground that publications. t-nding to  corrapt 
morality are prohibied from being offered for sale. The 
author of this reaedy suggests that it should b» alopted by al 


the Parliaments of civilised states, aad that a commeacement should be 
made in Germany, whose fair name was besmircivd by the trial at Cleves. 
He is sanguine enongh to believe that the Reichstag will pass such measures 
as he sk-tches, and that, having rega:d to various papal Bal!'s declaring the 
“ Blooi Accusati.n” to be baseless, the Parliaments of Roman Catholic 
couatries will follow suit Wath every desire to see some such suggestion as Dr. 
Jellinek’s carried into effect, we fear we cannot share his hopefulaess as to 
the result of the steps whica he urges the Jewish community in Berlin to 
initiate. A general improvement of the Jaw as to unfoundéd accusations 
against individuals and classes of men is probably more desirable and more 
hopeful, and in lending their supporé to such ameliorations of the legal 
system of their respective countries, Jews will not only protect themselves 
against charg s which the modern pr nting-press renders more dangerous 
than ever, but will assist in other respects the long struggle of truth and 
justice against prejudice and malice. It may intrest Dr. Jellinek 
to learn that what Coaristian Parliaments may be unwilling to grant an 


absolute Mahomedan Svvereigu has long voluntarily conceded. 
There exists a firman of the Sultan of Turkey forbidding 
the legal tribunals in the Empire from  countenancing ‘any 


_ charge of ritual murder; and it was by reason of this p-ohivition that the 


judicial authorities at Damascus refused last month to go into an accusation 
against a Jewish family of having abducted a Cir.s:ian child in order to kill 
it and make use of its blocd. 


A remarkable paper was read last Tuesday by Dr. Francis Warner 
before the Anthropological Section of the British Association on physical 
deviations from a normal standard as ob-erved among schor! children. Dr. 
Warner examined no less than 50,000 children of school age and noted 
those who were somewhat defective or abnormal in any of their physical 
quslities. Thus defective eyesight, or bea-ing, stunted growth, and smell chest 
expansion would be reckoned as ‘‘deviations.” The average perceatag: for 
boys was 154 and for girls 9°53, or roughly one-eighth of the boys and 
one-tenth of the girls had something the matter with them. Tce inquiry 
included a number of Jewish children, and their percentage was the lowest 
of all classes observed, viz. 7*5, or about one in tbirteen. This 
result is curiously at variance with the general bearing of Messrs. J. Jacobs’ 
and I. Spielman’s paper oa the ‘Couparatire Anthropometry of English 
Jews,” read before the Anthroyological Institute some years ago. These 
gent:emen found that in height, eyesight, chest measurement and breathing 
capacity English Jews were inferior to Evglishmen generally, But while 
inferior in average type, it is possible that they do not possess so many 
abnormal deviations from that type as would make them come under Dr. 
Warner's paper. We muzt however wait to see the detailed results of 
his investigations before attempting a reconciliation of the two «ets of 
inquiries. Meanwhile, it comes as a pleasant surprise to hear that Jewish 
children contrast favourably in their physical development with all other 
children in the United Kingdom. © | 


During a sitting of the French Acadsmy held last. week, M. Haléry 
discoursed on his recent researches in the Berlin Mug2um. . He 
devoted himself assiduously to the study of two recently acquired Semitic 


| 


inscriptions of the *th and 9th centuries before the Christian era. These were 
discovered at Zindjiali, at the extreme North of Syria. Though these relics 
are still inaccessible to the general public, the German Oriental Committes 
has courteously permitted to M. Halévy not only the fullest examination, but 
also to take copies of both inscriptions, In the latter task he met with con. 
siderable difficulty owing to the mutilated condition of the origins! monuments. 
In some parts the engraving is 80 much worn that it is hardly possible to 
decipher it, but M. Halévy has nevertheless succeeded in obtaining a full and 
exact copy of the texts. He tells us that they were written by two Kings 
of Yadi, at an interval of about 100 years ; both Kings bore the name of 
Panammn, and the second of that name was vassal to tie Assyrian King 
Tiglatpileser, who carried off the tan tribes of Israel. The dialect is not, as 
has hithert>» been accepted, Aramaic, but one closely approsching the 
Hebrew, and only slightly mixed with Aramaic. This language was spoken 
by the Hatti or Hittites, and M. Haléry feels quite sare that this tribs was 
a Semitic one, though scholars have held otherwise.

I hereby beg to inform you that the killing of animals by Shochetim sent 
from London is not with my consent, and is against my wish. In doing so they 
are acting against Jewish Law, and in this the following great Rabbis have 
agreed with me: The Chief Rabbis of Kowno, Mir, Nowaridok, Kalisch, 
Pressburg. 

They have also written that this meat is prohibited to be eaten by Jews, and 
the majority have even added that both the meat and the utensils in which it is 
to be cooked are prohibited to be used, ' 

In a second letter dated Tuesday the 10th of Tamuz, from the Chief Rabbi 
of Kowno, he wrote that “this isa very great sin, and is strictly forbidden. 
The issur isa very strong one. This I have already previously written, and | 
feel convinced that it.will no longer occur.” (These are his own words). 

Some time 1¥ I already wrote to your Chief Rabbi (the Rev. Dr. H. Adler) 
all that is stated here.

There is a singular lack of substance, but a superfluity of coerciveness on 
Mr. Simon’s part, which should always be carefully eliminated from the 
discussion of Judaic Ecclesiastical matters. 

[ cheerfully recognise that the Chairman and some of the Council of our 
congregation who supported this Scheme are men of light and leading, but they 
do not appear to follow in Mr. Simon’s extreme course. 

There are better and broader pathways to “ Union” which both Orthodox 
and Reformer may safely tread, and if that which has taken place can but lead 
to it, this discussion will have served some useful and happy purpose.

On the other hand, to quote Friedrich von Schlegel, the writer of “ Lucinde ”’ 
and the unprincipled seducer and deserter of Mendelssohn's daughter, the lawful 
wife of Viet in Berlin, as an authority on-religions, and more especially Jewish 
matters, is a dangerous proceeding on the part of an orthodox Jewish minister. 

Still more strange is the contention that religion alone, of allthat concerns 
humanity, should not be. an outcome of history. It is true religion, as ary other 
political, social, industrial, ete., movement, has its special record, but the man 
with a true historic sense will acknowledge almostas a truism. that history in its 
wider comprehension tncludes all human concerns,and consequently, also 
religion, one of its many outcomes.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA, 

A meeting of the members of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation was 
held on the 19th June, when the principle of a scheme was unanimously adopted 
for making the Hebrew School an institution for secular as well as religious 
instruction. The school partook of this double character until six years ago 
when secular education was dispensed with; but it has been found necessary to 
revert to the old order of things, in consequence of the recent action of the 
Legislature of Victoria in deciding to restore to the State school books passages 
directly inimical to the teachings of Judaism. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY,

Dr. Gustav Tiring, President of the Italian Commission of the Musical and 
Dramatic Exhibition in Vienna, has been appointed by King Humbert, Officer of 
the Order of the Italian Crown, 

FRANCE, 


Among those decorated with the Legion of Honour on the 14th July, we 
mentioned the name of Captain Emile Oppenheim, of the Marine Infantry, who 
was on service in Tonkin where he had recently been wounded in an engage- 
ment. Captain Oppenheim has not lived to enjoy the distinction conferred 
upon him for he succumbed to his wounds at Hanoi on the Isth July, He was 
only 355 years of age, 

As the result of the competition at the National Conservatoire of Music in 
Paris, the first prize for’ violin was unanimously awarded to Madlle. Jaffé, a 
young Russian Jewess, whose great success in the public performance has been 
signalised by the entire Parisian press, The first prize for piano was awarded to 
another Jewess, Mdlle, Weingiirtner. 

HOLLAND. 

Heer A. Symous, a prominent citizen of Rotterdam, and a doctor by pro- 
tession, died there on the Ist inst. His name will long be associated with the 
Deaf and Dumb Institute in Rotterdam, which has become famous as a pioneer 
in the oral instruction of deaf-mutes. As long ago as 1852, Heer Symons 
directed attention at a meeting of medical men to the necessity of introducing 
such instruction, and through his comprehensive historical essay on the subject 
he gave the impetus to the establishment of the Institute, which for nearly forty 
years has spread its blessings through Holland. During the whole of ths period 
Hieer A. Symons has been a member of the Committee and its Secretary, and in 
IX7x, at the celebration of the 25th anniversary of its foundation, the late King 
conferred upon him the Knighthood of the Order of the Netherlands Lion. The 
deceased was father of Professor Symons, of the University of Groningen. 

Mdlle. Louise Heymann, daughter of Chief Cantor Heymann, of Amsterdam, 
has been singing at Berlin. The success which this rising young prima donna 
achieved may be gathered from the remark of the Nerddeutache Allgemeine 
Zeitung that Mdile. Heymann came to Berlin practically unknown, and left it a 
brilliant star in the heaven of song. 

UNLPED- STATES. 

A tragic event marred the close of a Jewish picnic party in the mountains 
near Middletown (New York State) a few weeks ago. Towards midnight the 
holiday makers were passing over a level crossing on the railway in conveyances, 
when One of the vehicles was run into by a train which had become detached 
from the engine. Four of the occupants, including Mr. Simon L., Frank, a 
young New York merchant, and wife, were killed outright and their bodies fear- 
fully mangled. Five others were severely injured, and some of them were 
not expected to live, 

Mr. Edward-Sloman, a prominent young physician in Omaha, has been drowned 
while fishing. He was only thirty years of age. 


INDUSTRIAL REMUNERATION.—On Tuesday, in the Economic Section of 
the British Association, Mr. David F. Schloss, M.A., read a paper “ On the 
methods of industrial remuneration.” A man engaged on time wage sells to hi 
employer the labour performed within a given period, irrespective of the 
amount of this labour. If on task wage he sells the labour performed within 
a given period, undertaking to produce within that period a specifiedoutput. If 
on piece wage he sells aspecified amount of labour (the amount necessary for 
tve production of a specified output) irrespective of the period within which 
this labour is performed. There is also a special method of progressive wages, 
under which the employe, if his labour exhibits a specified degree of efficiency, 
obtains, in addition to his fixed or minimum time wage or piece wage, a premium. 
Payment by results, whether piece wage or progressive wages, applied to the 
foreman or leader of a group, sometimes induces a severity of supervision 
objected to by the working classes, who stigmatize it as “ the sweating system.” 
Under product-sharing, a system falling into desuetude, the employe is remu- 
nerated by a share in the output or its value, either in lieu of or in addition to 
wages. Under the semi-co-operative method of profit-sharing, the employe 
receives in partial remuneration of his labour and in addition to his ordinary 
wages ashare fixed beforehand in the profits realised by his employer. .Under 
industrial co-operation the workers are their own employers, their remuneration 
consisting, not in wages, but in the entire earnings of the business, divided in 
proportions agreed upon. Profit-sharing is applicable only in a restricted co- 
operation in a very narrow range of cases. But the object of co-operation, 
the just distribution of the product of industry, may be attained under the 
non-cooperative wage system to an extent greater than is frequently supposed, 


Mr. B.S. Marks is at present engaged in finishing two important presenta- 
tion portraits.

- far different both for Spain and for Jews if the latter had no‘ been expelled

As it was, most of the trade with the New 
World fell into the hands of the Jewish exiles. But it wonid have been 
carried on in a far different manner if the Grapis, Carvasats and 
Da Costas had conducted these operations openly from Spain instead of 
by crypto-Jews res‘ding in that country at peril of their lives. 


Bat it is useless inquiring what might have been. The fact remains 
that Spain did exile the highest minds of Judaism just as the New World 
began to affect European commerce, politics, and culture, and the Jews were 
thus shut out from the higher life of Europe for nearly three centuries. Nor 
did the New World itself offer any compensating advantages to Jews during 


that period. Ap extremely small number of them found refuge in Brazil 
and elsewhere, but momentous a3 was the inflaence America had on 


European politics and calture, it did not, after the first excitement, offer 
much field for enterprise till the present century, while the whole of Central 
and South America was io the clutches of the Inquisition up to scarcely 


_ more than three-quarters of a century ago. 


| But in trath the whirligig of time has its revenges, and after many days 
_ Jews are fiading ample reason at the present crisis for thanking Cotumsvs 
for discovering America, Bat for that outlet for the Russian Refugees, 
| there would absolutely be no apot on earth where they could flee from the 
tyrannical oppression of the Cz:r's advisers, It is only a country of 
the unrivalled resources of the United States that could take such large 
numbers into her hospitable care. But for America, Russia could wreak her 
wicked wll on her unfortunate Israelites without the possibility of ber 
victims escaping her, excepting such few as could find admission int? the 
countries of Western Europe or to Palestine. 

Here, then is what Jews bave to thank Couuusvs for. Trae, he knew 
not that he was preparing an asylum for millions of our oppressed. He little 
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knew he was discovering a New World when he touched on the American 


islands. Similarly he little knew what ultimate benefit he was conferring 
on the Jews he must have met on his way to Palos trudging on to weary 


exile, But as great words bear meanings their authors know not of, so great 
deeds bear consequences that their authors did not intend, yet are logical 


results of their actions. 
In this sense Cotumsaus was a benefactor to the Jews, and Jews can well 


join in the world’s rejoicing over the notable voyage in the frail bark four 
hundred years ago. We understand that the Jews of America intend to do 
honour to the great navigator by issuing a monograph dealing with the 
Jewish companions and forerunners of Co.tumnvus in navigation and 
astronomy. They might well supplement such a monograph by dealing with 


the question on some such modern jines as we have sketched above. The: 


history of the Jews is a part of the world’s history in a special sense, and 
no world-historic episode like.the famous voyage of Co_umbus can be with- 
ont momentous influence on the history of Israel. 

It is this world-historie position of the Jews that gives something of a 
religious sanctity even to their latter history. ‘le history of the world 
must be meaningless if the history of the Jews which is continuous with the 
history of civilisation has not a special and divine meaning.

THE BRAHAM BEQUEST TO TH LIVERPOOL 
CONGREGATION, 

The long pending Cnancery suit relating to the bequest of the late Mr’ 
James Braham, of Liverpoo!, to the Hebrew Congregation in that city, was 
decided by Mr. Justice North yesterday week, an attempted settlement on the 

t of the family having proved abortive. The action, which was described 
in the list as “Im Re Braham—Daw vr. Samuel,” was for the admi- 
nistration of the estate of the late Mr. Braham, who died in February, 
1873, and it became necessary after the death of his ‘widow in 
1800. At this stage a question was raised whether a legacy of residue, the 
income of which was directed to be paid 1n equal shares to the Preacher and 
Reader of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, was a charitable gift and 
could therefore be supported, notwithstanding that it would otherwise have 
failed as offending against the rule of the Court in relation to perpetuities. 
The testator gave ali his property other than pure personalty capable of being 
left for charitable purposes to his wife, and, subject to a few pecuniary legacies, 
he gave some legacies for the purpose of keeping up monuments in Hebrew 
cemeteries—a purpose admittedly unlawful, because the gifts are not charitable 
and are in the nature of a perpetuity. After the death of his wife he 
directed his executors to set aside and invest a sufficient sum out of his 
residue to produce an income of £10) a year, which income was 
to be applied every year in the manner he directed for the 
benefit of a deserving girl to be chosen out of the girls between 14 and 17 of the 
Jewish faith, then being educated in the Jews’ School in Hope Piace, Liverpool, 
partly by selection and partly by lot. He directed his executors to stand 
possessed of his residue upon trust to pay and apply the income thereof for 
ever unto and equally between the Preacher and Reader of the said congrega- 
tion worshipping in Seel Street, Liverpool, but about to remove to and worship 
in a synagogue then in course of erection in Princes Road, Liverpool, nak 
Preacher and Reader being, however, elected in conformity with and accepting 
office on the terms thereinafter expressed; he emphatically directed that if 
either the Preacher or Reader for the time being was not so elected, and did not 
so accept office, he should not be entitled to any benefit from the trust therein 
contained ;_ he also directed that any dividend on that or any other account 
remaining unapplied should be invested and added to the residue of his estate. 
He imposed conditions that the Reader and Preacher should be born 
in the. United Kingdom of British parents, and be elected and subject to dis- 
missal according to rules not the same as those which had hitherto governed the 
status of these officers. —The members and governing body and present Preacher 
and Reader of the congregation were willing, however, to conform henceforth 
to the rules respecting the election and status of the Preacher and Reader 
imposed by the testator as a condition of their receiving the income of his 
residue. 

Mr. Justice Norritconsidered that the gift of the residue for the purpose of 
paying the income to the Preacher and Reader of the well-known Hebrew Con- 
gregation that had existed at Liverpool for possibly some hundred years created 
a good charitable trust, and, as the requirements imposed by the testator would 
be and could be fulfilled, it would take effect. If there were not persons who 
could fulfil those requirements the testator had a right to impose, the gift would 
not take effect and the residue would go to the next-of-kin. But as there were 
auch persons the income of the money bequeathed would be divided equally 
between them. 

Mr. Birrell appeared for the plaintiff in the action; Mr. Everitt, Q.C., and 
Mr. Hadley for the testator’s next-of-kin, who would be entitled in case the 
residue were not validly disposed of ; Mr. Cozens-Hardy, Q.C., and Mr. Bard- 
swell for the Committee of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, who were 
shown to be the congregation netereed to by the testator.

THE POPE ON ANTI-SEMITISM, = 

Madame Séverine, the well-known Socialist writer, has been recejyed by ¢] 
Pope, and in the Paris /garo of the 4th inst. she describes her conversation with 
his Holiness. Madame Séverine prefaces her article, which is mainly desctiptive 
of the Vatican and of the personality of Leo XIII., by explaining the object if 
her mission. She says: ‘“ Ata time when anti Semitism tends to pose, if not « 
an inspiration of the Church, at least as its emanation, it appeared to me ty be 
of powerful interest to see on this point the supreme head of the Churc> the 
unquestioned pilot of Catholic consciences.’ 

Having asked the Pope whether it was not a Christian duty to follow ty, 
example of Christ, who forgave his executioners, his Holiness answered : “ Christ 
poured out his blood for all men without exception, and in preference for thoge 
who, not believing in him, were mostly in need of atonement. Towards them he 
left a mission to the church : to lead them to the truth, not by persecution but by 
persuasion. The task of the Church is only kindness and fraternity. It has 4 
overcome error; but all violence towards individuals is contrary to the wish of 
God, to his teachings, to the character with which I am inyested, to the power of 
which I dispose.” 

“A war of religion, then ?” asked Madame Séverine. 

‘These two words are not reconcileable,” was the answer, and, the inter. 
viewer remarks, the hand which bears the Episcopal ring made an imperative 
movement, 

‘There remains then, Holy Father, the war of races.” 

“ What races ? All have sprung from Adam whom God created. Individuals, 
according to latitudes, may have different colours and outward aspects ; but what 
matters this, since their souls are of the same essence, illumined by the sane ray, 
If we send missionaries to infidels, to heretics and savages, it is because all are 
human, all are creatures of God. All are equal before the. Lord, since their 
existence ia the work of his common will. Even when thé Ghetto existed wp 
Rome, our priests furrowed it in every sense, conversing with the Jews, apply- 
ing themselves to learn. their needs, tending their sick, and doing their utmost to 
inspire them with confidence in order to induce them to discuss texts, in fact to 
convert them. And when the populace wished to.massacre them, the Jews 
placed themselves under the protection of the Pope, and he extended to them his 
protection.” 

The Daily Chronicle's correspondent at Rome telegraphed on. Tuesday: 
“The Pops is highly displeased with Madame Sverine’s article in the Figare, 
Madame S¢verine came to the Vatican with letters from several of the chiefs of 
the Catholic party, and the Pope did not know that she wasa journalist. The 
declarations of the Pope on anti-Semitism are substantially true, but they are 
notnew. The Vatican has always condemned the violence committed against 
the Jews ; at the same time it allows Catholics to participate in manifestations 
of anti-Semitism, where the movement, as inGermany and Austria, forexample, 
remains within legal limits, and 1s of a character more economical than religious. 
Several months ago the Pope was begged by the Archbishop Primate of 
Hungary to officially condemn anti-Semitism in all its forms; but his Holiness 
refused,” 

The Paris correspondent of the same paper also telegraphs: “ Madame 
Scverine has effectually silenced the reactionary and other papers in which her 
interview with Leo XIIL, was called into question. She publishes in to-day's 
Figero her letter to Cardinal Rampolla soliciting a private and special audience, 
and the gracious reply of the Pope's Secretary of State. The interview took 
place on Sunday, July 31, and lasted for an hour and ten minutes. It was then 
written with scrupulous fidelity and submitted to Cardinal Rampolla, who 
recommended the omission of four lines,” 

The Daily Chronicle itself, commenting on these somewhat contradictory 
statements, says :.“ The accuracy of Madame Séverine’s brilliant article is not 
disputed, but there seems to be a doubt whether his Holiness imagined that he 
was chatting for upwards of an hour on the Jewish question with a lady who 
had come with credentials from the chiefs of the Catholic party, but who 
had no other object than to inform her own mind on the subject of conversa- 
tion, or whether the Pope really knew that he was addressing a successful 
Socialist journalist, and that his thoughts on the anti-Semitic movement 
would be given to the world in the course of a few hours. It may not seem 
quite decorous to the ecclesiastical mind that the Pope should be‘ interviewed, 
but there can be little doubt that Madame S¢verine’s explanation is substantially 
correct, and that Leo XIL1 was quite willing to be drawn.” 


ANTI-SEMITIC CALUMNIBS. 

The July “ Bulletin” of the Alliance Isra¢lite Universelle, published this 
week, mentions a circumstance showing how an anti-Semitic writer, without the 
slightest justification or the least proof, invented one of those calummies of 
which Jews and Judaism are constantly the object. It will be remembere 


that a work was brought out in Paris, entitled “ Le mystcre du sang chez les 
Juifs de tous les temps’ (“The blood mystery among the Jews of all times ).

LFROM OUR CORRESPONDENT | 
St. Pererspora, Aveust, 1892. 

In consequence of my journeys in the Pale of Settlement, and of my 
frequent intercourse with the various classes of our co-rsligionists, I have an 
excellent opportunity of studying on the spot and from direct sources the 
situation of the Jews in Russia and their views on the great questions of the 
day. Foremost among these questions is the emigration to the Argentine. Both 
on account of its positive and its negative importance this subject stands above 
all others, and deeply stirs the minds of all sections of Jews, I, therefore, pro- 
pose to make this question the theme of my present letter, wherein I will give 
as briefly as possible the different opinions held in regard to this serious 
problem. 

In the events of recent years we must look for an explanation of the cir- 
cumstance that the emigration question in general and the Argentine movement 
in particular, so powerfully interests the collective body of Russian Jews, rich 
and poor, strong and weak, notwithstanding their intense natural indisposition for 
adventure and their overpowering affection for the land of their birth, to which 
they are attached by thousands of bonds of the holiest traditions and of the 
dearest memories. ‘These well-known characteristics havelimposed two alterna. 
tives on hundreds of thousands of our Russian co-religionists: apostasy or 
emigration. ‘To the credit of the Jews in Russiait must be confessed that severe 
as are their trials, and great as are the inducements held out by zealous 
missionaries,—who leave blank baptismal certificates at their houses—to seek 
their salvation in conversion to Christianity of the “ Orthodox ” ‘stamp, the 
number of Jews who yield to the temptation is extremely small and scarcely 
exceeds the proportion of perversions which always occur among a population of 
between four and five million souls. All the greater, therefore, is the number 
of those who accept, though with saddened hearts, the other alternative—emigra- 
tion. Our Government clearly sees this, so that, despite the severe regulations 
hitherto existing and enforced against the promotion of the emigration of its 
subjects, it has confirmed the scheme of Baron dé Hirsch, and bas conceded 
important privileges to the Jews emigrating under his protection. Emigration, 
however, is of great significance not solely for those who shake the dust of 
Russia off their feet, but also for those who remain in the country. There is 
much to be said in favour of the expectation that the political, economical and 
social position of the Jews in Russia would be sensibly improved if their 
numbers were diminished by emigration, It is in in any case a fact that 
numerous emigrants, as soon as they have obtained a firm footing in their new 
homes and are able to earn a livelihood, largely help their parents, sisters and 
other relatives who have remained in the old country. Already great sums of 
money flow into Russia, especially at the time of the festivals, from emigrants 
now settled in America, Africa, Australia,and some European States. There 
are towns and villagesin the Pale of Settlement. which owe their prosperity 
mainly to the regular arrival of these contributions from abroad. It will be 
seen, therefore, that both the emigrants and those who, under no consideration 
can be induced to emigrate, are interested in the effect of the movement, 

But it cannot be denied that emigration also has its disadvantages. Above 
all, it injures credit, which with us as everywhere else, is the life-nerve of com- 
merce and industry. In some towns rents of shops and private dwellings have 
been greatly diminished and have caused a reduction in the value of landed 
property. Nota few places in the Pale of Settlement have lost half their 
population, and the empty houses are in consequence going to rack and ruin. 
Through the absence of able-bodied members of families, who are seeking their 
fortunes in strange lands, and very often do not find it, many thousands of 
families have lost their sole support, and are, therefore, swelling. the already 
heavy ranks of the poor who are a burden to the congregations. Thus emigra- 
tion affects, directly and indirectly in one way or the other, nearly every 


Russian Jew. Hitherto, as I have stated above, the heavy penalties attached to 


the promotion of emigration had prevented it from assuming any systematic form, 
and had caused it to take the shape of a wild flight. The poor people disposed 
of the little they possessed and fled whithersoeyer chance led them, without 
giving a thought tothe suitableness or otherwise of the countries on which 
they fixed as their new homes. There was every excuse for them, for from 
all parts of the world there came warnings not to settle in this or that country and 
thesad tidings from Paris, London, New York, Constantinople, “c., of the unhappy 
state of the Russo-J ewishemigrants in those cities added to their perplexity. In 
such circumstances it is not surprising that only few of the fugitives succeeded 
in their object, that many thousands met their ruin in far off lands, and that 
others had to struggle hard in order to keep body and soul together, and were 
thus unable to assist their helpless families or to send over for them. These 
misfortunes might have been prevented if the emigration movement could have 
been rationally organised, if advice could have been given to the emigrants, 
based on the knowledge of countries and their inhabitants and of local con- 
ditions, which is so necessary fora systematic emigration movement. On this 
account, when the movement first originated in the eighties, voices were raised 
in favour of applying to the Government to form Jewish Emigration Com- 
mittees with the object of regulating and organising emigration. On the other 
and, influential notabilities among the Russian Jews objected that any such 
sep might be regarded by the Government and the people as an indirect 
renunciation of Russian citizenship, and that henceforth the Jews would be 
considered as “aliens,” which would make their lot even more unbearable. But 
his apprehension falls to the ground as soon as the request emanates not from 

¢ Russian Jews but from foreign philanthropists, for whose action the former 
are not responsible, 

This circumstance alone would have sufficed to induce the Jews in Russia 
to greet with joy the philanthropic undertaking of Baron de Hirsch, for emigra- 
tion would thereby be regulated and be directed into proper channels. The 

ron has now had the good fortune to secure valuable privileges for the 
emigrants, Ii is easy to understand, therefore, that Baron de Hirsch, who has 
long ‘been honoured by the Russian Jews on account of his unparalleled 
benevolence, is now regarded a3 their rescuer in the bitter hour of thoir need 


| 
and is extolled as a veritable hero, and that his undertaking is hailed with 
enthusiasm, 

This enthusiasm is, however, by no means universal, as might well have been 
expected. Baron de Hirsch’s plan has serious opponents and on two different 
grounds. The one class hold the belief that the Baron has made engagements 
with the Russian Government which he cannot possibly carry out. To trans- 
plant nearly three million persons from one end of the world to another isa 
task in which even a powerful State must fail, let alone a private individual 
even though he may have untold wealth at his command. Such an undertaking 
may be wrecked by thousands of unforeseen obstacles. But even in the most 
favourable case, which is scarcely possible, of the complete success of the 
movement, it would be prejudicial in the extreme to the Russian Jews. Bear- 
ing in mind that three millions, more than half of the total Jewish population, 
would leave the country—even though the operations might extend overa quarter 
of a century—the Government would not feel disposed to do anything towards 
improving the miserable position of its Jewish subjects, and it would consider 
it had done all that could be expected of it in approving Baron de Hirsch’s 
plan and in giving facilities to the Jews leaving Russia under his wgis.. The 
Government would pretend that the solution of the Jewish question, on 
which it has so long been engaged, had been found in the Baron's Colonisation 
Scheme. Nay more, the Russian Government, if it wishes to be true to itself, 
must take care, as long as the plan for emigrating 3,0),.000 souls is not an 
accomplished fact, not to ameltorate their lot, lest many Jews might change 
their minds about emigrating to distant and far from tempting Argentina, and 
decide to remain in their own country, which would have become additionally 
dear tothem. The first steps which have been taken in the colonisation move- 
ment with a comparatively small number of emigrants, have not inspired much 
confidence in the entire undertaking, and serve as a proof that the greatest 
sacrifices combined with the noblest intentions are not sufficient to cause success, 
There has been much discussion in this country about the failure of the colonies 
already in existence in Argentina, The changes of administration and tlie 
weak rule of the first administrator and the too strict military discipline of his 
successor are equally viewed with disfavour, the latter especially as being opposed 
to the character of the Russian Jews. All these facts show how great are 
the difficulties that stand in the way of Baron de Hirsch’s scheme, and how 
even petty incidents may jeopardise its prospects. 

The men who hold the views which 1 have here summarised, and who 
include some of the most popular and zealous champions of their brethren’s 
interests, hold aloof altogether from the meliminaries for the formation of 
Emigration Committees. Their abstention is much to be regretted, 

The other.class of opponents are in principle in favour of the project, 
and by no means share the pessimist views held by the other set, which they 
consider grossly exaggerated. Their dissatisfaction is exclusively with the 
manner wherein the scheme is being worked and above all with the tendency to 
ignore religion, which was made manifest at the very outset, and which accord. 
ing to their convictions will sooner or later kill the great project 
that was designed to raise the MJussian Jews from the dust, 
and to include them among the happiest and most productive 
peoples on earth. The Russian Jews, these objectors say, have made 
the heaviest sacrifices for their faith. In the cause of their religion they are 
now compelled to seek salvation in distant Argentina, and there they are being 
injured in their religious life, which is dearer to them than anything else, by 
philanthropists of their own faith. According to trustworthy letters, most of 
the Administrators in the Argentine Colonies are either Christians or converted 
Jews, or even unconverted Jews who regard their religion with the utmost 
indifference. These subordinate authorities do not show the slightest considera- 
tion for the most elementary needs of the colonists placed under their charge, 
Split up into small and scattered groups, they lack religious officials and institu- 
tions, to be found in tlie smallest congregations in their native country, 
Baron de Hirsch is in ignorance of all these facts, but this in no way alters the 
position. Colonel Goldsmid, the noble “ Lover of Zion ’ and zealous Jew, does 
not know the Russian Jews, if he believes that they can be governed by military 
rezulations. They require discipline, but such as they have been accustomed to 
at the hands of their Rabbis and preachers. Earnest exhortations, based on 
sacred teachings, have far more weight with them than punishment. According 
tc those whose opinions I am quoting, there is scarcely a mass of people who 
can be more easily governed than the Russian emigrants; but those placed at 
their head must know how to deal with them, and to take into account their 
eharacter and habits of life. The Russian Jew is, according to his nature, an out 
and out aristocrat. No matter how poor and how oppressed he may be, he never 
loses his self-esteem, but when this is injured he loses all command over himself, 
Place confidence in him, and respect his sense of honour and of right, and 
you can do with him what you please. The system of bureaucratic hierarchy 
which prevails in the colonies is altogether strange to him. At home he has 
been accustomed to communicate direct and in person with the authority 
whom he wishes to approach, eitber in his community or in the Government, 
In Russia not alone every provincial administrator but every Minister has 
his audience-hour during which everybody, the lowliest Jew not excluded, is 
admitted to him and allowed to state his grievances. The “ Jewish heart” 
has long become a household word, It is benevolent, warm and sympathetic, 
The poorest Russian Jew exercises benevolence in a degree and in a manner 
which is worthy of admiration. All the more reason that he should be 
treated with the same consideration he had been accustomed to show to 
others. If then through their treatment the colonists flee wherever they can, 
what becomes of the great rescue-work of Baron de Hirsch? and how great 
would be the Chillul Hashem ? : 

The influential men who express the foregoing opinions propose to holda 
large meeting, composed of the most honoured Rabbis and most prominent Pre- 
sidents of congregations, with the view of sending a deputation to Baron de 
Hirsch and soliciting his permission to investigate on the spot the condition of 
the colonies and the colonists in the Argentine, in order to be able to arrive at 
atrue knowledge of the state of affairs, and tosetat rest the prevailing re 
Such a step appears to them the more necessary, as no official denial - | 
appeared of the charges which have been made in various Bewspapers against 
the methods whereby the colonies are administered. Even Governments do not 
think it beneath them to publish official démentis of false statements made in 
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the home or foreign press, Why should the Administration of the Colonies 
shrink from adopting such a course ? 

In the foregoing observations I have offered no opinion of my own. I have 
endeavoured to the best of my power to make clear to the Jews in England the 
light in which Baron de Hirsch’s scheme is viewed by coreligionists in Russia, 
whose position warrants their ideas, even if considered erroneous, being held in 
respect, 


That the Aide de Camp to the Czar has returned the Addressof the Legis- 
lative Assembly of New Zealand on the persecution of the Jews with the 
simple intimation that, as it referred to the internal politics of Russia, it had not 
been submitted to his Majesty. 

According to the Grashdanin, the Department for the Affairs of Foreign 
Religions, (/.c.. Non-Orthodox) is at present engaged on the question of 
regulating Jewish benevolent institutions. With this object a detailed minute 
is being drawn up, which will propose to the Senate that these institutions shall 
be placed under control of the State. 

The Woeschod learns that the Minister of Domains intends to inspect the 
Jewish agricultural colonies in the Governments of Ekaterinoslav and Cherson 
early in the ensuing month. The same journal mentions that the expulsion of 
Jews from the villages in the Government of Wolbynia has during the last few 


weeks come to a standstill. Rumours are current that strict orders have been 
sent from St. Petersburg forbidding the expulsion of Jews who had been settled 
in the villages and rural districts of Wolhynia prior to 1882. 

A new method has been contrived for the spoliation of the Jews. In séveral 
small towns the peasants are demanding the restoration of land they had sold 
to Jews for cash between 20 and 30 years ago, less for the sake of the land, the 
value of which is small, than for the well-built houses erected thereon. In this 
way a peasant at Radziwillow, Government of Wolhynia, succeeded in becoming 
the owner of a honse which had been built on land sold by him over twenty 
years back. Elsewhere the trick did not succed, fora Jew having been ordered 
to return ground to the landlord with or without the house standing upon it 
within twenty-four hours, the householder with the help of the whole congrega- 
tion, young and old, razed the building to the ground within the prescribed limit 
of time. 

The departure On the Ist inst., from Moscow of a certain category of Jews 
who were ordered to quit that city, gave rise to touching scenes. The respite 
granted them having expired, the evening mail train at the Smolensk Railway 
station was crowded with Jews. The despair of the exiles and of those who 
took leave of them found vent in weeping and lamentation. The authorities 
who were charged with carrying out the decree of expulsion were scarcely able 
to resist the appeals made to them to desist from their duty, but no further 
respite was allowed them, 

The Jewish Relief Committee at Eydtkubnen, on the Russian frontier, has 
ceased its functions, the Jewish immigration into Germany having been stopped 
on aceount of the prevalence of cholera in Russia.— Reuter, 


-SHECHITA BOARD.

A Special Meeting of the Shechita Board was held yesterday at the Vestry 
Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. There were 
resert: Mr. Samvet Mowntacu, M.P., President, in the Chair: Messrs, F. 
erg, H. Hymans, J. M. Levy, Lewis Levy, A. Mocatta, S. Simons, and I. 
Weber. The Revs. Dr. Gaster and B. Spiers werein attendance as Ecclesias- 
tical Assessor. Mr'J. Nathan attended for the first time as delegate of the 
Butchers’ Association. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the onyeet of the meeting was to elicit the opinion 
of the Board whether it was desirable to reduce the fee for killling onlin to 
the price now charged by the Society Machzek’ Hadass, which had opened .a 
slaughter-house for poultry, and made charges below those of the Shechita 
Board. Mr. Montagu characterised the action of the Society as 
most inconsistent. They pretended to be ultra-orthodox, but as there 
} ad never been the slightest charge against the Boardas to the Aashruth of the 

oultry slaughtered the Society could have only one object in view, viz., to obtain 

unds and support from the public regardless of any principles of orthodoxy or 
Kashruth. A slaughter-house for poultry had been established in a central 
Jewish quarter where the charges were a halfpenny per fowl less than that 
charged by the Board of Shechita, and it was a question for the Board to decide 
whether they would reduce their charges by a halfpenny. 

Mr. J. NATHAN recommended that the Reard should reduce their charges 
in order to prevent rivalry, and also asked that all poultry killed by the Board 
should have the seal of the Shomer affixed. 

On the motion of Mr, Lewis Levy, seconded -by Mr. HENry Hymans, it 
was unanimously decided that the charge to the public on each fowl killed be 
nae one half-penny, and in future all poultry killed by the Board should be 
seaied, 


Tue Co_umpus Féres 1n IraLy.—Great preparations are now being made 
in connection with the Columbus fétes at Genoa, for the first performance on 
October 1, of the new spectacular opera “ Christo her Columbu 3,” composed by 
Baron Franchetti,and to be conducted by Signor Mancinelli. The opera is in three 
acts, the first being entitled “ Anxiety, Concessions to the Sailors and Embarka- 
tion,” the second, “ The Voyage, the Revolt, and the Discovery of America,” and 
the third,“ The Death.” The scenic effects of the second act are expected to be 
very striking, for the whole stage will represent the sea, upon whieh wil float 
a practicable ship full of sailors. Their prayer soon changes into an angry 
chorus in which they threaten the iteenid navigator, but after a lengthy con- 
certed piece,a discharge of cannon announces the first sight of land, and the 
chorus ef imprecation merges into a hymn of praise. Baron Franchetti has 
already made his reputation as a composer through his opera“ Asrael,” which 
has been repeatedly performed with brilliant success in the principal lyric houses 
of Italy and Germany.—The rojected beatification of Christopher Columbus 
has been abandoned at the Vatican, and the clerical organs affirm that this 
decision of the Congregation of Rites has been approved by the Pope. It is 
stated that the chief difficulty appeared in the discovery that Columbus was in 
some way related to a Jewess.

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THE BLOOD ACCUSATION. 


An attempt was made early last month to revive the Blood Acccusation at : 


Damascus, the scene of so many of these odious charges. Early one morning 
some evil-intentioned persons, whose identity has not been discovered, brought 
alittle Christian boy into the house of M. Attie,one of the notables of the 
Jewish Community. The inmates of the house were still asleep, and the mis- 
creants took advantage of the door having been left open by a servant, perhaps 
an accomplice, to execute their odious plan, As soon as the child was in the 
house they closed the door and disappeared. An hour later the whole Greek 
quarter was aroused ; the lost child was sought for,and the Jews were openly 
accused of having abducted himin order to murder him for the sake of his 
blood. Those who bad laid the train were not slow in making it known that 
the child would be found in M,. Attie’s house. Immediately the house was 
invaded, the doors were broken open, and the inmates maltreated. The 
child was soon found quietly seated in the garden and eating bread. Fortunately 
M. Attie and his family are French subjectsand highly esteemed by the general 
population ; otherwise it would be difficult to say what wou'd have become of 
them. The discovery of the boy and his statements did not prevent the 
parents from making a formal charge against the Attie family of having 
abducted him with malevolent intentions, but the judicial authorities refused to 
entertain the charge. 

Some months ago the mutilated body of a male child was found in a 
stream in the Department of the Vienne (France), anda clerical newspaper pub- 
lished at Tours, the Journal d Indre ct Loire, affirmed that the crime had been 
committed by Jews for ritual purposes, though there are scarcely any Jews in 
the district. The Zemps of yesterday week gives an account of the affair, which 
shows that the mother herself committed the murder in order to rid herself of 
her illegitimate child. She has been sentenced to twénty years’ hard labour. The 
incident proves how unscrupulously certain newspapers, even in liberal 
France, continue to propagate false news against the Jews. 


LITERARY INTELLIGENCE. 


The translation into the Russian language is about to be undertaken of the 

ular edition of Graetz’s History of the Jews. To this translation, when pub- 
fis ed. will be appended a short outline of the history of the Jews in Russia, a 
subject which Jewish historians have hitherto leftalmostuntouched. The work 
has been entrusted to M. Dobnow, the Russian author, who is known by his 
researches into the history of the various Cabbalistic sects. 


The Director of the Pontifical Museum at Rome has presented the Pope 
witha document in Hebrew of considerable archeological value, dating back 
to the early days of Jerusalem. It is a copy of a sepulchral inscription in 
Hebrew characters cut in a stone of rectangular shape. 


Under the initials “ G. K.,”’ Dr. Gustav Karpeles writes an interesting article 
in the Allgemeine Zeitung des Judenthums propos of a book by F. A. Louvier, 
“Goethe als Kabbalist in der Faust-Tragidie.” Dr. Karpeles humourously 
remarks that after seeing Goethe claimed as a Cabbalist in the composition of 
Faust, he would not be surprised to read that the Chassidim Rabbi of Sadagora 
had been elected Honorary Member of the Goethe Society in Weimar or that 
the “good Jew” in Radzymin gave lectures every evening at his Beth 
Hamedrash on the development of the Faust idea. 

G. B. Lanin’s collective articles on Russia have been translated into German 
by Rudolf Dielitz and published in Dresden. 

The Rev. Henry Ilowizi has written a poem in twelve books “ The Quest of 
Columbus.” It will be published by H. J. Smith and Co. in Philadelphia, and 
will occupy 350 8vo, pages. ‘he poem is intended to “ portray the almost super- 
human endeavours of the world’s greatest discoverer to realise his lofty goal, and 
his final triumph over well-nigh insurmountable difficulties,” —
